And we congratulate you upon coming to 
a plHce which is dear to ao many thousands of 
young jieople. You may come aa a stranger, 
but in a few abort weeks you will hare more 
friends in Berea than in any other place in 
the world! 

The first thing in new surroundings ia to 
learn the cuatoma of the place. 

The customs of our college community 
have been carefully planued (by students 
and teachers together) ao as to make every- 
thing aa favorable aa poaaible for large sue 
ceaa in the study and self improvement wind, 
is Bought in Berea. 

It ia taken for granted that students will 
not only keep the law of the land, but will 
be anxious to observe all the principles of 
good conduct, and to l>e upright in all their 
business transactions with the Institution or 
with others. Some instruction on what ia 
correct in general conduct is given in Chap. 
4 of the General Information in this Manual 

FOUR DEFINITE RULES 

Thf one ri le is that each student shall 
earnestly promote improvement in himself 
and others. This one rule is ■ ulc Ml 
practical by l>eiug expanded under the fol- 
lowing heads: 

I. Attention to School Duties, (a) At- 
tendance— Hath student shall !»• punctually 
preseut for erery lesson, work period, or 
public exercise announced aa required, in 
eluding daily chapel exercises, College Sun- 
day School, and Family Worship where he 
boards, and shall not leave town without per- 
mission except to return home at the end of 
terms, (b) Sn'Diors Habits Students shall 
give the best part of each day to study, 
and refrain from disturbing fellow students 
in study hours. 

II. Social Relations.— Young 
young women are prohibited on 
immediate distnissioD from 
in any private place. Youug 
guard their reputation, and youug 
guard their own repute and that of their 
lady friends by observing the proprieties 
mentioned in the chapter ou general conduct 
in this mauual. 

III. Forbidden Places, (a) Places of ill 
repute, liquor saloons, gambliug rooms, etc., 
should such ever exist at Berea or be found 
elsewhere, must not be entered by 

(b) Eating houses and places of 
ment in Berea, not controlled by the College, 
must not be entered by students on pain of 
immediate dismission. The Institution pro- 
vides for the recreation of its students, and 
ample accommodation for meals and refresh- 
ment, and cauuot permit outside parties to 
solicit student patronage for gain. 

IV. Forbidden Practices, (a) Students 
may not engage in card playing. 

(b) Students may not burn gunpowder, 
nor keep weapons ou their persons or in their 
rooms. Any weapous brought must l>e de 
posited with the studeuts' advisiug otheer. 

(c) Studeuts are prohibited ou pain or

Berea College ia conduc t, d 
family, and ex|»-cts to have all its 
work done by students, under 
their teachers. This is so arran 
hinder study or proper recreat. 
student will lie required to do 
seven hours manual work a week. 

A student makes a reputation, and 
gains in skill and character as much in his 
manual labor as in any study iu Isxiks. 

For those who desire to earn as much 
as possible, the College provides all the 
work it can. but no student can do more than 
I ^ hours of manual work a week without 
dropping some part of his studies. The 
Dean of Labor is to see to it that uo student 
is paid for any laUtr except such as has been 
assigned bv his dean. 

Fach student ia paid according to the 
value of the «! irk he does. 

Aasignments to lalstr are made by the 
Dean of Lalmr Fach -indent not residing with 
his patents is assigned to some superintend 
ent of lalsir and meets his ap|~>ititineuts reg- 
ularly ns he meets his teacher iu class 

The College may not have enough la 
hor for all in the winter term, and those not 
a-- gncd to «"rk may lie assigned to gymiia 
Hi 11111 practice. 

During labor students must engage in 
no play, and in no conversation which inter- 
fens w Ml their work. 

Students are not to be considered at 
work except when they have laid aside gar- 
ments which would Is? injured by perspira- 
tion aud put ou attire suitable for their la 
bor. Aprons, overall suits aud work shoes 
can »>e obtained at the Cooperative Store 
at small cost. 

At end of each half term the Su- 
perintendent makes out a pay roll certifying 
to the Treasurer the work which he knows 
the student has done, with the value of it as 
fixed by the Prudential Committee. The Su- 
perintendent is responsible to the College 
not to recommend more than the fair aud 
regular market price of any labor. 

It must be distinctly understood 
that the student gets this pay to help him 
continue iu school. He is not to In* paid in 
cash, but iu credits to apply on bis incidental 
fee, bis Itoanl bill, or other dues to the Col- 
lege. For clothing, etc , be must provide in 
other ways, but his earnings while iu school 
are to be turned towards these dues to the 
College. 



It is very important that youug people who 
are away from home should Is- caieful to 
understand and observe the customs of the 
place where they are. aud meet all the do 
mauds of good behavior. 

Keeping Appointments. It is the tirat 
rule of politeness that a person should 
l>e present on time whenever he has 
an engagement. If he is unavoidably 
detained, lie should notify the |s»rson with 
whom he has the appointment iu advance. 
If he thinks be needs an excuse from Chapel, 
College Lecture, or otber public exercise be 
will apply to his advisiug otheer at his nllice 
hour. 

Proprieties for Young Women. 

Young women do not leave their 
homes during study hours, nor after the 
night meal, except for school duties; nor do 
they leave their rooms after the beginning of 
night study hours*, save by the permission 
of tl,e teacher iu charge.
